Mit. EniTon: As a Free Democrat, it gave 


me,.as also miitiy others, great pleasure to see 
in your Friday's issue, a call for a Free Soil 
Convention,.to meet at Cleveland^ in August 
next. In conjunction with tens of thousands 
of working-men in the States, I am thorough- 
ly disgusted ut the,, eon duct of both the parties 
that have assumed tho lead in this country 
under thu appellation of Whigs and Demo- 
units, and their- cringing servility to Slavery. 
Plaeu and pelf, being all in ull with them, na- 
tional patriotism and national honor aro lost 
sight of, in their scramble for the loaves and 
fishes. Now, sir, in my estimation, only two 
things are wanting (und it is no use to minco 
maltors)—first, an organization of the Free 
Sailers, and secondly, that tho great'masses 
thro'out the Union ccaso thinking by-proxy. 
Their previous education, and the political, 
social and tlieologieul institution's of th'b vari- 
ous countries where they wero born, and nur- 
tured, would not permit their faculties to-be 
fully developed; henco the old hunkers catch 
the mosses. They aro led by a few place- 
hunters, of their respective nations, and by 
that they become, politically, a complete drag 
on progressive Democracy. 1 am, sir, an 
adopted citizen, barn and brought up in a' 
Europenn country, but I always, claim the 
right to think for myself politically, socially 
and theologically. I believe'that every man 
has political rights, and also that he has polit- 
ical duties, and that ho ought lo perform them. 
Tho same as to .hisAsocial rights and duties. 
Bu: how are wo to get the masses to think for 
themselves, on great political questions of so 
much consequence to themselves und to their 
maturity, is u problem that staggers me.
